So, it’s one giant leap ahead, and another year of 
fun and excitement, and who knows what else?

In the very early thirties, as a young teenager eager 
to make a few bucks, I undertook whatever odd jobs 


came my way as a result of hard work and references 
from satisfied employers. And, as the price was right, 
.10 an hour for those that hired me for whatever hard 
woiic was available, I soon realized, that at that price, 
which I initially set myself, was not going to enhance 
my financial situation, no matter how many hours a day 
I devoted to that activity. What I needed was bigger and 
better work projects and a much higher hourly rate, at 
least .20 an hour.

So it was, that one par¬ 
ticular grove came to my attention as a possible money 
maker. This grove, located on the northwest comer of 
Central Avenue and Canyon Drive, was the same grove 
where the “Four Musketeers” had stolen our share of it’s 
best fruit, where we had eluded the Police on Hallow¬ 
een nights after some shameful act. It to, was going into 
oblivion. The many trees had already been cut down and 
the best firewood sold off, leaving only the trash had 
been piled in good sized mounds and allowed to dry 
preparatory to burning.

New.tax provisions taking effect this year bring several changes that will im¬ 
pact the California tax return. Some of the changes: 

The dependent exemption credit increased fiom $68 to $253 per dependent. For 
a family of five, the tax savings is over $500. 

The Renter’s Tax Credit is back with a few changes. Suspended since 1992, 
the credit is $60 for individual taxpayers with an adjusted gross income of $25,000 
or less and $120 for married couples with an adjusted gross income of $50,000 or 
less. The credit is not refundable. It will reduce the tax amounL but not below 
zero. In prior years, this credit was refundable if the tax liability was eliminated. 

California has conformed to most of the new Roth IRA provisions. Unlike tra¬ 
ditional IRA’s contributions to Roth IRAs are not deductible. However, the earn¬ 
ings withdrawn later are not taxable, 

California has added two new Voluntary Contribution Funds: the California 
Mexican American Veterans’ Memorial and the Emergency Food Assistance 
Program. 

Try e-fUe This Year 

The quickest way to get that tax refund back is be electronic filing (e-filing). 
FTB e-filers can get their refunds back within 10 days, sooner if they request di¬ 
rect deposit. More Californians arc expected to e-file this year due to the increased 
number of tax preparers who offer this service, as well as the greater availability 
of on-line services through the Internet. Besides allowing faster refunds, e-files 
returns are more accurate than paper returns, which reduces processing costs aiKl 
delays. 

Filing by telephone (TeleFile) offers the same benefits as e-file — fast refunds 
and accurate returns. A 10-minute phone call to a toll free telephone line is all it 
takes to file. TeleFile is by invitation only. FTB is mailing 1.8 million TeleRle 
booklets to Californians who generally qualify to file on Form 540EZ. 

Free Tax Assistance 

FTB has greatly extended the hours of operation for its general toll-free infor¬ 
mation line. Starting today through April 15, the hours arc from 6:00 a.m. to 
midnight, Monday through Friday, and from 8:00 a.m. to 5:00 p.m. on Saturdays 
and holidays. The phone number for FTB is 1-800-852-5711. Walk-in service at 
FTB*s T6^eld^offiC€S"located throughooi the stateisextcndedtODr. Between Jan¬ 
uary 16 and April 15, business hours are 8:00 a.m. to 5:00 p.m., Monday through 
Friday, with extended hours on Wednesdays to 7:00 p.m. and on Saturdays from 
8:30 a.m. to 12:30 p.m. 

Tax help is available on the Internet. Taxpayers can get tax forms, answers to 
frequently asked tax questions, legal rulings, news releases and other information. 
Taxpayers can also e-mail their technical questions and receive an answer gener¬ 
ally within 48 hours. Visit FTB’s home page at: www.ftb.ca.gov 

Free tax help is also available around the clock through F.A.S.T. (Fast Answers 
about State Taxes). The F.A.S.T. automated telephone service answers the most 
commonly asked state tax questions, allow taxpayers to find dut'idwut thd'^t^s 
of their refunds, payments and current balances, and lets taxpayers onter both state 
and federal tax forms. TTie F.A.S.T. phone number is 1-800-338-0505. Taxpay¬ 
ers can call or refer to the back of their tax Ixx^ets for instructions. 

The Volunteer Income Tax Assistance (VITA) program provides free tax help 
to low-income, senior, disabled and non-English speaking persons. Trained vol¬ 
unteers staff nearly 1,500 sites throughout California. Many military bases also 
provide this service for members of the U.S. armed forces. Check FTB’s Internet 
web site or call FTB at 1-800-852-5711 for locations. 

Double Check And Avoid These Common Errors 

FTB advises taxpayers to double-check their math, their California exemption 
credit (which differs from the federal deduction), and their tax from the tax table. 
Errors in these areas are the most common ones made. Errors can delay refund 
checks. Each year, Californians make nearly a million errors on their state tax 
returns. 

Taxpayers who had two or more employers during 1998 should remember to 
check to see if they are eligible for a refund of excess State Disability Insurance 
(SDI). To be eligible, and employee must have had at least two employers, re¬ 
ceived more that $31,767 in wages, and the total SDI (or Voluntary Plan Disabil¬ 
ity Insurance) withheld was more than $158.84. Be sure to claim a refund of the 
excess on your California tax return. See the instructions located in the tax book¬ 
lets. 

Fast Refunds 

To get fast refunds, FTB encourages taxpayers to e-file or TeleFile. Refunds 
are mailed within 10 days or, if requested, can be directly deposited into taxpay¬ 
ers’ bank accounts within seven days. For taxpayers that cannot file electronical¬ 
ly, FTB reminds taxpayers that the earlier they file, the quicker their refund will 
arrive. Taxpayers who file in January or February generally get their refunds within 
four weeks. Those filing in March or April can expect to wait up to eight weeks 
to receive their refund checks. Last year, 7.5 million Californians received re¬ 
funds averaging $400. 

Not Everyone Has To File 

FTB wants to remind everyone that the requirement to file a California income 
tax return is based on income amounts as follows: 

Single and Head of Household taxpayers do not have to file if their: total in¬ 
come was $10,623 or less, or adjusted gross income was $8,498 or less. Married 
couples do not have to file if their: total income was $21,246 or less, or adjusted 
gross income was $16,996 or less. 

Anyone with income below these amounts need not file a California income 
tax return. If they had California income tax withholding taken from their pay or 
they made California estimated tax payments they would need to file to get a re¬ 
fund of those amounts. Each year FTB receives thousands of tax returns from 
people who had no reason to file. Anyone who has questions concerning their 
requirement to file should contact FTB at 1-800-852-5711. 

News For Taxpayers Who Cannot Pay Their Taxes By April 15 

Taxpayers who are experiencing a financial hardship and cannot pay their tax¬ 
es in full can generally arrange to make monthly installment payments. FTB has 
streamlined the application and approval process. To apply for an installment 
payment agreement, use FTB 3567, Installment Agreement Request. Taxpayers 
can download the form from FTB’s Internet web site or order it by calling FTB at 
1-800-338-0505. 

FTB reminds taxpayers that penalties and interest still accrue on past due 
amounts even if a taxpayer is making installment payments. There is no provi¬ 
sion in the law that allows FTB to forgive interest and penalties fOT an installnrent 
payment agreement.

Due to space con¬ 
straints, we were unable to 
profile incumbent Arcadia 
Unified School District 
Board Member James 
Romo, who will be run¬ 
ning for another term this 
April, in last week’s article 
which profiled fellow 
board members Maryann 
Gibson and John McClain.

Romo, a 16-year
